defense in the Guiteau case'will present their 
law points to Judge Cox to morrow morning 
His honor wilkjule upon them Saturday 
morning. Davidge will then make the open- 
ing argument for he prosecution which wil 
probably take the entire day. Scoville reply 
for the defense on Monday, and will be fol- 
lowed by Col. Reed and Guiteau, who will be 
permitted to address the jury if he desires, 
Judge Porter will make the closing argumen' 
to the jury. 


Scoville remarked this morning he did nol 


think the argument would consume more 
than four days. If thin expectation is real 
ized, the case will probably go to the 
not later than next Thursday.
